H. Grady Chandler presented a petition signed by himself and twelve
other property owners within 200 feet of the proposed change, and verbally
protested the change on the grounds that there is already sufficient com~
mercial property on the north side of 34th Street; that it is all residen-
tial property back of that; that many aspartments have been built facing
3hth Street, which would make it undesirable for business property to be
built on 3Uth Street; that there is no necessity for the change; that the
Proponent stated to him that he intended %o build a theatre there and if
he does so, it will increase the traffic hazard, 3Uth and Guaedalupe Streets
being the most dangerous corner in the City of Austin from s traffic stand-
pointy; that 1t destroys the value of residential property when commercial
property begins to encroach upon it; that Proponent had no right to encroach
16 feet on residence property when he started construction of his building;
and further, that the property owners do not object to the proposed change
to WB-1%, but do opposed the change to (.l Commerclal.

Dr. F. L. Cparlton, O. N. Bruck, and J., S. Woodard also opposed the
change to "C-1" Commercial and to a theatre there, declaring that same
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would be detrimentel to the value of their property as residential and
that they bought property there thinking it would remein residential

For the following reasons:

le The applicant affirms that he 1s requesting the extension
of the present commercial gzome at the southwest corner of
Bast 43rd and Duval Streets to include the remainder of
his property consisting of two 25-foot lots for the pur-
pese of erecting an electric shop and possibly e restaurant,
and further affirms that he now has two vacant lots in
the commerclal zone but that the provosed exztension would
pemit him to erect a 100-foot building on the property.

2s Tne present commercial district at this intersection was
created by the City Council to provide a comminity center
to serve the needs of tlie meighborhood since that portion
on the north side of U3rd Street was developed with commer-
cial uses prior to the passage of the Zoning Ordinance,and
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all of the present commercial area hag been developed for
varioug types of commmity services, all of which front
on Eagt U3rd Street, which thus becomes the principal
businegs street,

ZeStrenuous opposition was expressed by property owners in
thig area to the extersion of the present zone on the grounds
that they had purchased and developed thelr property for
residential purposes and that the additional commercial
district would adversely affect thelr peace and comfort
and would decrease the value of their property and increase
the trafflc hagards abt a location where there ig already
a heavy flow of traffic on both streets: and on the further
grounds that there is sufficient cormercisl property in
the present Community Center to serve the needs of the
neighborhoody and that the application is not in response
to any public demand or necessity,

,The Board deemed that the extension of the present Community
Center along Duval Street should not be made on the grounds
that Duvel Street is now carrying a heavy load of traffic
waich would be increased by additional business and that
customers leaving and entering the flow of traffic would
cange further congestion, and that in view of the opposition
expressed by property owners in the neighborhood there is
alreedy a sufficient area designated as a Commnity Center
to serve the needs of the vicinity, and further deemed that
the present designation of the applicant's two lots as "B"
Residence would permlt the erectlon of an apartment house
or other uses permitted in this district %o serve as & Yren-
gitional use between the adjacent residential development
and the posslible commercial development on the two vacant
lots in the Community Center,

BeThe Board further deemed that Duval Street, owlng to its
residential character and high traffic flow, should not be
changed to a commercial street by fronting business thereon.
